Upland’s 1956 building permit 


figure being added to the previ- 
ous seven months’ totals. 

‘ New construction started since 
Aug. 1 had a valuation of $819,- 

478, according to Building In- 
spector Richard Derby. This 
makes a 1956 ‘total of $4,886,559 
and places Upland among the top 
in the list of southland cities in 
construction activity. Inciden- 
tally, the income received by the 
department in building permit 
fees in August totaled $2,008.20. 
Two men are employed in the 
department. 

Seventeen new houses were 
started here during the month 
for a total cost of $284,600 or an 
average of $16,153 for each dwel- 
ing. 

Since Jan. 1, 272 new houses 
have been started in Upland 
with the residential construction 
totaling $1,171,200, according to 
Mr. Derby.

Making the most of an oppor- 
tunity to get industry for the Up- 
lans district, will be the objective 
of a visit in the east by Mayor

dent of the Upland chamber of 
commerce and is president of the 
Upland Savings & Loan Assn.

“We expect to meet many per- 
sons interested in locating in the 
southland and contacts we make 
will enable us to ‘sell’ our com- 
munity and its advantages.’

CITRUS ACREAGE SERVICED 
BY PACKING HOUSE DOUBLED 


As the result of consolidations 
and abandonment of plants pro- 
cessing fresh citrus fruit, the Up- 
land Citrus Assn. is today wind- 
ing up its biggest Valencia 
orange season in history. 

The association has doubled 
its acreage membership within 
a year and its area of service 
has been extended to the Charter 
Oak-Covina-Azusa district. Previ- 
ously, members of the Glendora 
Citrus Assn., joined the local as- 
sociation. 


Of local interest is the recent 
closing of the Citrus Fruit Grow- 
ers of Ontario, which had been 
operated by A. J. Neilson, Up- 
land. Members of this group be- 
came members of the Upland 
Citrus with the start of the Valen- 
cia season. 

Earl Weatherwax, Upland Cit- 
rus manager, said members now 
on the rolls have 3,500 acres. 
At one time, the local associa- 
tion served only members within 
this area, Today, as much acre- 


age is outside the Upland area 
as within the local district. 


“The outlook is such that next 
year’s navel orange -crop. will 
mean the largest volume *of 
operations ever at the Third Ave. 
packing plant,’’ Mr. Weather- 
wax said. ‘This, of course, 
means sizeable pay rolls to em- 
ployes in handling the fruit and 


we are very happy to be in a 
position to serve areas’ where 
packing houses are. being 


closed.”’ 


Favorable conditions for 
Valencia development have re- 
sulted in the local summer crop 
being one of the largest in his- 
tory. Usually, Valencias are a 
minor item in the citrus figures 
but the situation is different this 
year with a huge volume of fruit, 
even though it is small-sized. 


Mr. Weatherwax reported that 
from one local Valencia tree, 17 
boxes of fruit were picked, this 
being a record in recent years. 





Cucamonga To 
Fight Ontario 
On Incorporation 


Leaders in the movement to 
incorpogmte Cucamonga today 
are preparing to strongly protest 
the effort of the Ontario city 
council to limit the size of the 
proposed municipality. 

Leslie Foster, chairman of the 
Cucamonga incorporation com- 
mittee and publisher of the Cuca- 
monga Times, declared many in 
the cammunity are incensed over 
the action of the Ontario city 
council in seeking to restrict the 
proposed city limits. 
city council resolution asks the 
county supervisors to hold the 
western boundary of Cucamonga 
at Vineyard Ave. between Eighth 
and Fourth Sts. and that the 
southern city limit be set at 
Fourth St. between Vineyard and 
Archibald Aves. 

Public hearing will be held by 
the San Bernardino county board 
of supervisors Sept. 24. 

Grove Ave. has been generally 
observed as the boundary be- 
tween Upland and Cucamonga 
but the Ontario movement seeks 
to extend the western boundary 
one ‘mile further east, south of 
the Santa Fe right-of-way. Mr. 
Foster said such a _ proposal 
should virtually mean ‘‘killing 
the incorporation’ movement,”’’ 
due to reducing the size of the 
municipality. 

‘““Most of the property owners 
in the area affected by the On- 
tario city proposal want to be in 
Cucamonga rather than On- 
tario,’’ Mr. Foster said.’ ‘‘We 
look upon the Ontario. city hall 
proposal as a selfish move to de- 
velop Ontario rather than con- 
sidering the welfare of all the 
area.”” 

Mr. Foster said a well-planned 
proposal against the Ontario 
resolution would be presented at 
the public hearing.

Enough electricity to serve a 
city of more than half a million 
people is generated at Southern 
California Edison Co’s Etiwanda 
Steam station. 

Completed and placed in opera- 
tion in 1953 at a cost of $41,200,- 
000, Etiwanda is the company’s 
only inland steam station, ac- 
cording to D. M. Smith, Edison 
district manager. Its two gener- 
ating units have a capacity of 
280,000 kilowatts. 

Chief among the station’s many 
unusual features, Mr. Smith said, 


is its open-air placement of 
boilers, turbines, and generators. 

Etiwanda’s 205-acre site ex- 
tends over a portion of the Metro- 
politan Water District aqueduct, 
and water from this aqueduct is 
stored in a reservoir at the east 
side of the plant to be used and 
; re-used to cool steam back into 

water, according to Mr. Smith.

As to his personal appearance and actions, “Ike” gives no 
indication that he has ever been concerned about his health 
and physical condition. The smile is broad. His face has color 
and shows vitality. His bright blue eyes are alive with sparkle. 
His ready gesturing indicates a vigorous physique. 


While President Eisenhower appears more as a true states- 
man than an ordinary, ambitious politican, he is aware of the 
need of getting reelectéd if he is going to be in a position of 
leadership to bring to reality his great hopés for all Americans. 
And so, he has chartered a great céurse ahead for America. 
He has indicated he will give help along the way in carrying 
the Republican campaign across the nation.
